Premier Greenfield was the principal 
speaker at the recent session of the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities assur-

Inspection Methods 

Some producers claim the methods 
of inspection are faulty. For instance 
recently: some’ very valuable stock re- 
acted to the test, were condemned and 
kifled. The post-morten disclosed that 
many ‘were not infected, The govern- 
ment, in one case, did pay for a breed 
ing animals $3,400. which was icondemn 
ed and then found to be healthy. It is 
not claimed even by the most expert 
vetinarians, that the system of testing 
is perfect, but it is the best that has 
been devised. Unquestionably many 
animals are condemned under the pre- 
sent system that’are not infected. 
This is proven almost daily in the Win 
nipeg yards and packing plants. The 
staff. is as efficent as_science can pro- 
cure, however so jude wha can be done 
iri that respect-is a peeien Sb must 
be settled in the future. By these imper 
fections the breeders of fine stotk are 
the chief losers, a& well as the owtiers 
of dairy herds. if 

The other side of the problem is}’ 
equally interesting but does not threat- 
en the prosperity of the cattle industry 
in the west This relates to the gange 
hanging around all places where cat- 
tle are received from the farms—kind 
of speculators who. buy old cows and 
broken down dairy stuff direct from 
the farmers for $8 or $10 They then 
ask for a itest. Where infection is dis- 
closed the animals are condemned and 
the speculator gets $40 for his invest- 
ment. This questionably traffic has 
grown to considerable proportions a- 
round Winnipeg. Farmers do not ,of 
course, engage in this sort of thing. 
They are glad to get the small amount 
the old ‘stuff sells for to these speculat 
ors. Their cattle are consigned to com 
mission men who, of course are not ex; 
pected to call for an inspection until 
the stuff is ready to leave the yards. 
By that time, the speculators have 
made their purchases. Not. infrequently 


even. for-a junior position—in fact, es-.

Mount Royal, the largest hotel in the 
British Empire, will be formlly open- 
éd.on Wednesday, December 20th. 

The erection of this new hotel form 
bs : ed one of the largest building enter- 

: =| prises of the American continent dur- 

‘ling the past year, Almost an. entire 
‘year was required for’the work, during 
‘which time more than 1500 men have 
been employed on the site. 
/ The Mount Royal is a most imposing 
‘example of Georgian architecture, for 
which the materials used were granite 
huff stone and kght buff brick. It is 
tén ‘stories high and covers a site of 
306 x 227 ft. said to be the largest 
floor space of any hotel in America. 
The interior design is in Italian Ren- 
aissance, which treatment is also car- 
riéd out in the design and colorings of 
the furnishings and decorations. 

Some idea of the magnitude of this 
hotel may be obtained from a few of 
the details of statistics as supplied by 
the architecis. The electric wiring for 
the building required approximately 
150 miles Of Wire, enclosed. in 60 miles 
of conduit. The telephone system has 
capacity for some 2,000. ‘stations, 
(equal co the service requirenients of 
a city of 10,000“population), There are 
several public service’ rooms, stich as 
the main dining room, lobby, ball 
room and banquet hall with floor space 
comparable with that of the larger ice 
hockey rinks, and the hotel hassits 
own artesian wells with a capacity of 
7,200 gallons of water an hour. 

A clever idea in connection with the 
‘design of.the building is the floor ar-; 
rangement. Above the third floor the 
Building forms a double- letter “H”, 
making. every guest room an outside 
room.
